MR. STEWART'’S 
CHESHIRE 
FOXHOUNDS 


Unionville, 
Chester County, 
Pennsylvania

These hounds started cub hunt- 
ing August 20th and to date, Octo- 
ber 15th, inclusive, have hunted 36 


days. The cubbing season has prov- 
ed very satisfactory, and the country 
seems to have plenty of foxes. 

Hounds did not keep’ their ap- 
pointment on Monday, September 
30th, in respect to the late Mr. Will- 
iam M. Kerr, whose funeral took 
place on that day, the church being 
filled with all kinds of people, but 
a predominance of fox hunters, In- 
deed had there been a flag on the 
kennels, it would have been at half- 
mast, as Uncle Billie, as he was af- 
fectionately called, had been a con- 
stant follower of Mr. Stewart's 
Hounds for the last 25 years, and he 
will be greatly missed. 

As is customary during August 
and September, informal attire is 
worn, but when October comes and 
the four day a week fixture card ap- 
pears, the staff always turns out in 
scarlet and brown breeches. Hounds 
seem to realize the difference, and 
on Thursday, October 3rd, as they 
trot up the drive to keep their ap- 
pointment at Mr. Harris’, they pre 
sent a lovely picture, and appear 





very much in earnest. There is 
something about the sight of scarlet 
which |] think always gives one a 
thrill, and seems to indicate that 
real business is at hand. Hounds are 
put in at Webb’s Woods and find at 
the east end. They run hard about 
the woods, occasionally giving darts 
into the open on the north = and 
south sides of the covert, finally 
marking their fox to ground. We 
then go on to Meigs’, which provides 
another ringing cub, which is put to 
ground, thus ending a useful morn- 
ing 

How I wish all of our coverts 
were as well cared for as those of 
Mr. Arthur Meig@- Even if a fox 
doesn’t go away, it is a real pleasure 
to gallop around the clean rides 
which this year especially seems 
more like a green lawn. 

On Thursday, October 10th, meet- 
ing at Mr. Meigs’ at 7, the bitches 
scored an especially diverting morn- 
ing by giving quite a nice gallop 
from the Noyes Quarry Wood throu- 
gh Mr. Meigs’ west pastures, the 
Handy farm ,and Mr. R. E. Str 
bridge Jr.’s big meadows. Here they 
turn east and run through the 
Lupold and Jacobs’ farms, back to 
Mr. Meigs, where he goes to ground

HORSE RETIREMENT FUND 
The Horse Retirement Fund which commenced at Narragansett to retire 
racehorse that we t proving their worth by buying them from thei 
owners and then doin way with them in the most convenient fashion in 
order to keep them off the track is a scheme which might be improved upon 
if the purpose is to improve thoroughbreds. One thing it has achieved is con 


siderable publicity for the Hl. R. F. but that ostensibly is not the aim 
Interestingly enough, the idea is not one that has been followed by the 


large track 1 oth word thers eem to be plenty of good horses racing 
at the bigger tracks, but the poorer quality of thoroughbreds have been cau 
ing troubl vy flood the small tracks to such an extent that they have to 
be turned away. Hence the Horse Retirement Fund and the movement to d¢ 
crease the number of thoroughbreds on the tracks 

It seem littl i} the New Deal’s destruction of the little pigs which 
may or may not have been a good idea but any idea which tends to decrease 
the thoroughbreds by the rather unnatural method of supplying a market for 
the bad one would seem to be placing the cart before the horse. Any market, 
no matter how mall, for a bad horse has the tendency to guarantee the 


owner of the horse a means of getting rid of his horse should it prove no 
good. This encourages owners taking long shots at poor material, Knowing 
that if their animal turns out to be nothing, at least they will be saved the 
trouble of destroying him by turning him over to the Retirement Fund. If 
anything the plan encourages owners to keep poor horses longer than they 
naturally would with a convenient out after they have tried every small 
track in the country

Thoroughbreds a 
a commodity which should be regulated like everything else by the law of 
supply and demand For one organization, no matter how well financed, to 
attempt to control through purchase, the supply of race horses is a little 
like trying to control the Niagara for not only is the whole production of 
race horses itself in the balance, but the art of breeding that is as intricate 
and unfathomable as life Destruction as a way to improve the breed of 
race horses, may be constructive, but it is not as constructive as better breed 
ing and that is perhaps what racing needs today There is one thing that-is 


universally agreed upon and that is that the chances for better race horses 


will come with the use of better stallions and better mares. 

The Horse Retirement Fund pays cash to do away with horses that by 
their inferior quality ive already done away with themselves. There should 
be no market for inferior thoroughbreds on the track, and normally there 
is not, so why create one? What race owner wants a poor race horse? So 
long as individuals are not wanted, they will not long exist. These things 


adjust themselves What is not adjusted and what is not provided for is 
how to provide means to improve the breed. There are a number of owners 
of excellent mares who have had great records on the track before coming 
into the possession of their present owners. These mares should be bred to 
the best stallions, but many times, their owners cannot afford the stud fee. 
A committee, with a fund which would review the breeding of certain of 
these mares whose past performance entitles them to being bred to the best 
stallions and would help pay stud fees to the best stallions would improve 
the breed and would be more corstructive. It would be building rather than 
tearing down It would be creating something, not just paying to destroy 
what has obliviated itself already by its own inadequacy.

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100 Mile Trail Ride 


Increasing Interest Seen In Trail Riding 
As Third Annual Contest Is Held 
Near Chicago With 59 Participants 

By Harold P. Smith 


Women carried off high honors in the 3rd annual meeting of the Chicago- 
land 100-mile trail ride that began and ended at the Onwentsia club in Lake 
Forest, Ill., October 4, 5 and 6. 

Of the 41 medals awarded for place positions in the five classes into which 
this year’s ride was divided, 15 went to feminine entrants. The equestrien- 
nes carried off three of the five first prizes, two seconds and one third. The 





picture was not as black for the men as appears at first glance, however. 

“The manner of classifying the riders by weight this year worked somewhat 
to the advantage of th@# lighter riders, observers pointed out. Those riders 
who weighed in just over the minimum limit enjoyed as much as a 75-pound 
handicap over some of the heavier riders in the same class. This difference 

yas greatest in the heavyweight classes, but was a decided factor in the light 
weight classes as well. 

Following the custom of previous years, the ride was sponsored jointly 
by the Horse and Mule Association of America and the Town and Country 
Equestrian Association, largest and most active horsemen’s group in the 
Chicago area. 

As an experiment, the 1940 ride was over a course that described ap- 
proximately a cloverleaf design, the object being to start and end the ride 
at the same point each day, with the attendant advantage of centralizing 
personnel and equipment 

It was centered about Onwentsia for several reasons, chief among these 
being the excellent facilities the club possesses for stabling, guest accom- 
modation, and final judging; and the opportunity of emphasizing the inter- 
connection between the extensive private trail system developed and mani- 
tained by the Onwentsia and Knollwood country clubs and the 150-mile 
chain through the beautiful forest preserves of Cook county. 

Well-nigh perfect fall weather greeted the 59 participants who weighed 
in bright and early Friday morning, October 4. The horses had been weighed, 
measured and inspected the night before by the judges, who also supervised 
the weighing of riders and tackle, and the assignment of class numbers, 
which were pinned to the backs of the contestants. 

Judges were Prof. R. BE. Hunt of Blacksburg, Va., Dr. Earle E. Johnson 
of Rutland, Vt., and J. Edward Brewster of East Lansing, Michigan. 

Park saddles were most in evidence in the weighing -in line, although 
roughly about one-sixth of the riders chose Western rigs. The cowboy style 
was particularly evident among the lighter-weight riders, who preferred the 
extra weight of that equipment to the dead ballast fastened to their tackle or 
their person by some of the contestants 

Jackets and windbreakers were shucked off most of the riders before the 
five-mile point was passed, as high humidity made itself felt. The mugginess 
gave way to clear, hot weather the rest of the day, made somewhat disagree- 
able by dust that followed a long drought. The mounts traveled fast and 
freely, though, and a 7 m. p. h. pace was maintained with little difficulty 
by all but the slowest horses 

The first day’s distance was 41.3 miles, to be covered in not less than 
seven nor more than eight hours. The second day’s was 43.7 miles in the 
same time. It was originally specified that the third day’s distance of 25 
miles be covered in three hours, but the judges were prevailed upon to 
extend the time to three and one-half hours 

An unforseen handicap of the private trail system was imposed by the 
deep-worn, narrow wagon ruts encountered in long stretches. These com- 
pelled many of the horses, particularly the square trotters and those with 
large feet, to proceed in tight-rope fashion. This condition was blamed for 
the elimination of at least two of the mounts among the first day’s casual- 
ties, including Col. E. N. Wentworth’s tall seven-eigths thoroughbred, Con- 
quistador, who won second place in the heavyweight division last year. 

Through the courtesy of Clayton F. Smith, head of the Cook county forest 
preserve district, guards were stationed at the crossings of heavily traveled 
highways, and a forest preserve tank truck served for the morning, noon 
and afternon watering stops. 

A commissary wagon set up refreshment facilities at the noon stops the 
first and second days. Grooms were posted at these points to sponge the 
mounts and relieve them of their saddles while the riders snatched sand- 
wiches and coffee before hurrying along. 

Much needed intermediate drinks of water or milk for the riders were pro- 
vided by friends who met them en route at strategic points. More substantial 
refreshments were provided by hospitable estate owners past whose homes 
the trail led. B. F. Stein was host at the third day’s watering stop at his 
windmill tank. An elaborate cocktail layout beneath a large welcome sign 
gladdened the weary and hard-pressed contestants at the half-way point on 
the beautiful grounds about the country home of William Bartholomay Jr. 
in Libertyville. : 

Oniy four horses were missing the lineup at the start of the second day’s 
ride, all four developing lameness overnight. In addition, one woman rider 
injured herself slightly in a spill and was replaced. 

The second day was dry, bright and hot. Both riders and mounts lathered 
freely, the precursor to several saddle burns and chafe spots which required 
careful nursing to save heavy penalties or disqualification. Two or three cases 
of heat exhaustion were observed among the riders after the Saturday check- 
in. 

All except a few of the participants turned in perfect time scores each 
day, most of them arriving near the finish line early enough to rub down 
their mounts before checking in. 

Several additional horses or riders were eliminated by the heat and the 
grueling pace of the second day. Still others were forced to drop out because 
their mounts gave evidence of lameness. 

Among the better known riders thus eliminated were T. L. J. Klapp Jr. 


of Glen View, an official of the Town and Country Equestrian Association 
and winner of the heavyweight prize last year, and John C. Bowers of 
Chicago, former poloist and also an official of the association. 

By the morning of the final day, Sunday, the list of participants had been 
reduced to 49. All except one of these finished about noon. The 49th horse, a 
corpulent gelding who surprised everyone by sticking so long, got within 
two miles of the finish line before he stiffened so severely it was necessary 
to send a truck for him. 

Fine weather held until every horse was in. Then a sudden thunde1 
blew up as the judges were preparing to make prize awards in the outdoor 
ring, forcing the participants and several hundred spectators into the im- 





shower 


mense indoor arena for the windup. 

A notable concomitant of this year’s ride was the interest shown by the 
hunting and jumping crowd, who appear to be recognizing that the annual 
horsemanship event is a challenge to their capabilities. 

One of the non-competing riders this year was Mrs. Stuart J. Templeton, 
a member of the Onwentsia and the Mill Creek hunts. She rode a thorough- 
bred mare the first day and a thoroughbred gelding the second and third 
days. Both mounts were qualified hunters of beautiful type. 

Mrs Templeton explained she was in the ride informally for two reasons— 
to sample the test the ride imposes on rider and mount, and to view the 
vaunted public forest preserve trails in Cook county, which are much wider 
and better kept than the private trail system in Lake county. 

Her horses finished the course in the allotted time. At the end of the 
ride she expressed her pleasure in the ride and told of her intention to 
participate fully next year, and to have several of her friends accompany 
her. 

Unlike last year, when only two classes-—heavyweight and lightweight— 
were offered, this year’s competition was divided into five classes. Officials 
of the sponsoring associations will decide later whether this experiment was 
successful. 

The horse winning first prize in each class was awarded a silver trophy. 
For horses taking 2nd to 10th place bronze medals were offered. In addition, 
each rider finishing the ride was awarded a bronze medal suitably engraved. 

An additional special award was posted by Clayton F. Smith, president of 
the Cook county board, for the heavyweight livery winner. For the light- 
weight livery champion an extra prize was offered in the form of a free 
week’s sojourn on an Arizona dude ranch. 

Scoring was done as in previous years. Coming in at the minimum time 
allowed counted 40 points, with a penalty of one point for each three minutes 
overtime. Sixty points was the maximum possible score for the condition of 
the horse. None of the mounts have ever been given a perfect condition score 
in any of the rides, according to Wayne Dinsmore, secretary of the Horse 
and Mule Association, one of the ride officials. 

Herbert J. Lorber, erstwhile polo player and president of the Town and 
Country Association, worked with Dinsmore to make the ride a success, and 
like Dinsmore competed in the ride. Adolph H. Sus, secretary of Town and 
Country, was too busy with the multitude of secretarial duties of the ride 
to compete. James H. Cartwright was another of the association officials 
who made the circuits as a contestant. Cartwright made the best showing of 
the officials, placing second in the heavyweight owner's class.

The opening hunt for the Carroll- 
ton Hounds waa scheduled for 
Saturday, October 5th This date 
marked the end of the cubbing sea- 
son and means that those who have 
been hunting for the past month can 
throw away their alarm clocks and 
catch up on lost sleep. However, I 
am sure we all agree that it was 
sleeping time well spent for we en- 
joyed exceptional sport. To give you 
an idea of what an abundance of 
foxes we have I have chosen from 
my diary an account of the hunt we

The bitch pack met at Gist at 6

the hounds broke away in full cry. 
Immediately I jumped to the con- 
clusion that the young hounds were 
being unruly and the old ones a bit 
too eager.
